History 
does not offer such a parallel; the 
paraliel of taking a people filled with 
despair, with nearly all hope gone, 
with nearly all ambition destroved, 
and 
misery, and in so brief a period con- 
verting them into an ambitious, pros- 
perous, wide-awake, energetic and 
progressive people. 

Aided by the establishment of an 
agricultural department in Ireland 
which has sent out able instructors 
to give agricultural advice and aid 
to the peasantry, much pasture land 
has been converted into tillage. Mod- 
ern cottages built with the aid of 
State loans have taken the place of 
the former wretched and insanitary 
hovels occupied by the rural worker.
